IN FAVOR OF REAL AUTHOR 


New York Conrt’s Ruling in Case of 
a Plagiarized Short Story. 

A decision of interest to authors 
was handed down by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, says 
the New York Times. Writers whose 
copyrighted stories are appropriated 
without their consent by successful | 
playwrights are entitled to all the 
profits of the plays, the court holds. 
The decision was in the suit which 
Henry J. W. Dam, a writer, who has 
since died, brought four years ago 
against the Kirk La Shelle Theatrical 
Company, when it was producing ‘“‘The 
Heir to the Hoorah” all over the coun- 
try with great success. 

Mr. Dam wrote a short story called 
“The Transmogrification of Dan” some 
years ago. It was about 4 prospector, 
who diseoyers a rich mine. Becoming 
wealthy he marries into society and 
lets himself be bullied and despised 
by his wife and mother-in-law, until 
his son {gs born. Then he recovers his 
self-respect and dignity through the 
responsibilities of fatherhood. Mr 
Dam gold it for $85 to the Smart Set, 
which eopyrighted and printed it. At 
a theater several years later, Mr. Dam 
declared, he was considerably surprised 
to recognize his little eight-page story 
in Paul Armstrong’s successful play, 
“The Heir to the Hoorah.”’ Mr. Dam 
got the Smart Set to assign him its 
interest in the copyright. Then he 
started suit against the Kirk La Shelle 
company. 

Andrew Gilhooley, of 5 Beekman 
street, Mr. Dam’s lawyer, contended 
that when a playwright dramatizes a 
copyrighted story without the consent 
of the author all-the profits realized 
from the play should be awarded to 
the author, even though the dramatist 
may have incorporated additional mat:

In {ts decision yesterday the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals holds 
that the tnfringement of the copyright 
consisted of the use of the theme of 
the story, the change produced in the 
character of a husband by becoming 
a father. 
“A playwright,” says the court, “who 
appropriates the theme of another’s 
story cannot, in our opinion, escape 
the charge of infringement by adding 
to or slightly varying its incidents 
even if none of the language of the 
story is used in the play. 

“In our opinion, the playwright de 
liberately appropriated the story and 
dramatized it.” 

As to compensation for the infringe 
ment, the court says in substance that 
to adjudge all the play’s profits to the 
author of the story, who took no finan | 
cial risks in producing the play, seems 
at first unjust, but the author of a} 
story could not prove how much he 
wag damaged or how much of the prof: 
{ta he deserved. Neither could he fol | 
low the theatrical company all over 
the country, seeking relief through in- 
junctions. Making the theatrical com 
pany accountable for all the profits 
was the only way to keep copyrighted 
but undramatized books and stories 
from being appropriated. The com 
plainant was entitled to recover the 
whole profits from the play.

Jacobite days, when the partisans of 

the Stuarts used to pass their glasses 

across the finger bowls before drink- 
ing, which was their way of toast- 
ing “the King over the water.” 

Should the royal guests be in mourn-| 
ing every other guest must appear in} 
mourning of the same degree, and of! 
course no one must dream of leaving! 
before the royalties have retired. 
When the King is accompanied by the 
Queen the men must wear knee 
breeches and silk stockings, but not so 
when the King {s alone. Another cu- 
rious item of etiquette is that neither 
the Queen nor the Princess of Wales 
must ever be entertained by-a bache- 
lor. I have never heard whether it is 
permissible for the King or the prince 
to be entertained by a maiden lady. 

The King, though not liking long 
dinners, has a keen appreciation of 
what is good in eating and drinking 
as in other things. On at least two 
occasions he has bestowed the M. V. 
O. (Member of the Victorian Order) 
on his host’s chef in acknowledgment 
of the satisfactory nature of his cook- 
ing.

Tom Sagan's Cave Near Hannibal 
May Be Seen with a Guide. 

‘Few people know what a big affair 
Mark Twain’s cave is that he men- 
tions in his books as the meeting place 
of Tom Sawyer’s ‘juvenile band of 
highway robbers,” said C. H. Chad- 
wick, of Hannibal, Mo. “It is a real 
cave, and a big one, too. It is situated 
about two miles down the river from 
Hannibal, Mr. Clemens’ boyhood home. 
The house he lived in in his youthful 
days is still standing, by the way, and 
is visited by all strangers; who come 
to the town. 

“But the cave! That is one of the 
curiosities of Missour!. Excursions are 
run every summéf: from up and down 
the river by steamers, and from the 
country towns: of Missouri, Iowa and 
Ilnols to the grove surrounding the 
cave. Last summer a society of young 
people held religious services in the 
large room of the cave.. This {s called 
the assembly hall, and is nearly a quar- 
ter of a mile from the entrance at the 
base of the hill. It is large enough to 
hold a hundred persons, and you can 
imagine how grewsome an effort might 
be mads upon some persons by a re- 
ligious service in the bowels of the 
earth, with nothing in the way of a 
light but a flickering candle or two, es- 
pecially if the terrors “ef purgatory 
should be dwelt on. 

“There are innumerable pasageways 
in its depths, and from the farthest 
point one may return to the entrance 
in a dozen different routes without 
going into any of the others. There 
are many queer formations, and they 
bear the names given in ‘Tom Sawyer.’ 
There is a pool of crystal clear, ice 
cold water, a crocodile, an elephant’s 
trunk and other formations. The pas- 
sages lead up and down, in and out 
amd across each other in a most bewil- 
dering way. Sometimes the way Is so 
narrow that an ordinary-sized person 
can with difficulty squeeze through.
